Although  the  forecast  shows  us  to  be  self  sustaining 
cash  flow-wise,  the  reason  for  the  $500,000  loan  continues  to  be  to 
provide  us  with  more  operating  capital  and  in  particular  to  help  us  pay 
the  income  tax  bill  which  we  are  currently  forecasting  to  be  $416,000. 
Another  key  consideration  for  the  loan  is  to  help  us  begm  ramping  up 
our  infrastructure.
